IEREAS the Governour and Company of the Mine-Ad- 
venturers of Exgland, at a General Court held at Srationers- 

Hall the 16th Day of Auguſt laſt paſt, did appoint a Com- 

mittee of Seventeen Perſons, as well Directors as others, 

being Members of the ſaid Company, with full Power and 

Authority tor the ſeveral Purpoſes therein mentioned, and 

co afiix the Company's Seal as they ſhould find Occcafion. 

And whereas at another General Court of the fais Com- 

Os pany, held at S$:ationers-Hatl aforeſaid, on the 23d of the 
fame Month, the ſaid Committee were continued till the next Election of a Go- 
vernour, Deputy Governour and Directors, with the ſame Powers as were given 
them by the former General Courr, and that they, or the major Parr of them, 
ſhould have Power to do and tranſact all fuch Matters and Things as they ſhould 
judge to be for the Good and Benefit of the ſaid Company, or to that Effect. 

In purſuance of which Powers, the fail Committee having (inter alia) upon 

very ſufficient Ground, ſeveral Proofs and Vouchers examined by them, given 

Orders for the amending and proſecuting a Bill in Chancery againſt William 

Waller, late Steward of the Company's Mines, which was formerly exhibired 

againſt him by Order of a Court ot Directors, and afterwards approved at a Ge- 

neral Court held at their Houſe in Angel- Court on Szow- Hill, the 5th Day of 

Juhy, 1709. And whereas upon Information given, that tome Members of the 

Company had taken the liberty of accuſing this Committee of Partiality, with 

reſpe& to their Proceedings againſt the {aid William Waller, and for ſparing 

other Perſons whom theſe Accuſers pretend to be guilty of Frauds and Miſma- 
nagements in the Company's Affairs; this Committee thought fir and reſolved 
to examine whether they could find by the Company's Books, Officers, or other- 
wiſe, that any other Ferſon or Perſons (beſides the ſaid Milliam Waller) and par- 
ticulatly whether Sir Humphrey Mackworth had been therein charged, or any

otherwiſe appeared to have been guilty of any Fraud, Deceit or Wrong done 
to the Company ; and for that Purpoſe, and for the greater Diſpatch, they ap- 
pointed a Sub-Committee to examine the Company's Books, and make a Report 
of what they could find therein, that materially related to the Premiſes, and 

particularly with relation to Sir Humphrey Mackworth ; and the ſaid Sub-Com- 
mittee having made a Report accordingly, and the ſaid Report being examined 
and compared with the Company's Books, the ſaid Committee do find, That 
ata General Meeting of the Subſcribers to the Mine-Adventure, held at Car- 
raway's Coffee-Houſe in Exchange-Alley, London, on Wedneſday the 15th Day of 
February, Anno Dom. 1698, it was OE, 


Keſolved, That Thanks be given to Sir Humphrey Mackworth for his 
7 Care and generous Performance relating to the Mine- Adventure 
Aflair. | 


Tur afterwards Sir Humphrey Mackworth had ſo behaved himſelf with te- 
gard to the Company, that they thought fit almolt every Year to acknowledge 
in the General Courts and Courts of Directors, that he had done the Company 
good Service, and to return him their Thanks for the ſame. 

T n a x on the 17th of March, 1607-8, the Court of Directors were obliged 
to poſtpone, and did accordingly poltpone Payments, which was occaſioned 
(amongſt other things) by Mr. Waller's Non Performance of his Promiſes with 
relation to the Mines. 

Tu Ar thereupon it was referred to the Directors to examine and report the 
State of the Company's Affairs, and at a General Court held at Sationers-Hall 
the 6th Day of May, 1708, the Directors reported, that they had examined the 
Company's Books relating to the Receipts and Payments of Money, togerher 
with the Vouchers of every Payment, from the iſt of March laſt, to the iſt of 
the then inſtant May; and did find, that the Company's Caſh had been laid out 
In carrying on the working the Mines, and in paying Money owing on Bonds, 
Bills, and other Notes, iſſued out for enlarging the Working Stock of this Com- 
pany ; and that there had not been any Miſapplication of any of the Com- 
pany's Money to any private Uſe whatſoever. 

T #1 a x at a General Court of the Governour and Company of the Mine-Ad- 
venturers of England, held on Thurſday the 1oth Day of March, 1708, (his Grace 
the late Duke of Leeds, the Governour, then preſent) Mr. Edmund Clarke report- 
ed from the Committee of Accounts, That he, together with Sir James Hallet, 
Mr. Heury Buck, and Mr. Milllam Gardner, Directors, upon Oath, and Mr. George 
Jackſon, Mr. Abraham Brown, and Mr. Edward Harriſon, Aſſiſtants, having Power 
from the Court of Directors, and alſo from a General Court, to examine the Ac- 
counts, inſpect the State of the Mines, to call for all Books, Papers or Deeds, 
and to examine the Officers belonging to the Company, had called. for the Books 
of Accounts, and examined the ſame, and the Officers, and did find, that the 
Accounts of all Monies received from the Beginning of the Undertaking to the 
8th of July laſt, had been conſtantly examined and figned by the Committee of 
Accounts for the Time being ; and that they had alſo examined the Balances of 
all the Accounts to the 2oth of Auguſt then laſt, which were drawn up and 
ſigned by Mr. Horne the Accomptant, and then delivered in to the Company, 
and found the ſame to be rightly done, and ſhewed how they did agree with the 
former Accounts; and that the Directors had allo examined two other Ac- 
counts relating to Mr. Daniel Peck, and to the Committee of Management, and 
found that full Power had been given for making the Contracts, and for all the 
Proceedings and Tranſactions relating to the ſaid Mr. Peck; and that the other 
Account of the Committee of Management appeared to them very fair, and that 
the Company would be Gainers, and not Loſers, by their Management: And 
they alſo reported, That Sir Humphrey Mackworth, the Deputy-Governour, had 
dealt juſtly and honourably by the Company on all Occafions : Bur in regard there had 
been Application made for that Purpoſe to the Directors, and to that Court, 
tho* it was by no more than Fourteen Partners, out of Six Hundred Forty 
Seven, and in a very irregular manner; yet they did defire, tor farther Satisfa- 
Aion, that ſuch a Number of Partners as that Court ſhould think fir, ſhould be

5 Tus Minutes of the laſt General Court were read and approved; 

Tu x Report ot the Court of Directors firſt drawn up and preſented to them 
by Mr. Horne out of the Company's Books relating to the Charge of Smelting, 
Refining and Reducing at Neath, under the Care of Mr. Hawkins, and at Gar- 
reg, under the Care of Mr. Waller, was then read, and the Committee have 
made the following Obſervations thereupon : | 

Firſt, Tua the raiſing of Ore, one Ton with another, under Mr. Waller's 
Management, hath coſt the Company 4 /. 1 s. per Ton, or thereabouts, com- 
puting only the Charge of thoſe particular Mines where the Ore was raiſed ;

Ton of Lead the firſt Running, amounting to 1725 Ton of Lead, at r/. 8s. 34. 
per Ton, (according to the ſecond Demonſtration foregoing) is Profit made by 
Mr. Hawkins at Neath, more than made by Mr. Waller at Garreg, per Aux. in 
Smelting, 2436 J. 11 s.

T x15 Committee alſo find, upon the Report made to the ſaid General Court 
of the 5th of July, 1709, by Mr. Hawkins, 

Tr ar the ſaid Mr. Hawkins (inter alia) reports, That the Accounts were 
not made ready for Examination below, the inferior Officers and Pay-Stewards 
being all directed to be obedient to Mr. #aller, who was to examine and paſs 
all Accounts before entered in the Books, tho he could not get him to examine 
or paſs many of them ſince he came to Town. 

Tu Ax the ſaid Hawkins had examined the Charge on Mr. Waller in Cardigan- 
Hire, and found the Sum to amount to 40, 104 /. 9s. 1 d. or thereabouts, in 
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Money, Stores, and other Goods ſent thither, with the Arrears due to the Mi- 
ners, and the Account of Ore, Lead, and other Things received from thence, 
and uſed in or tor the Company's Service, with the Stock then remaining, amount - 


ed to 25,560. 12 5. 11 d. or thereabouts, allowed at the higheſt Value : By 


which it appeared, the Company have been damaged under Mr. Waller's Ma- 
nagement in the Sum of 14, 533 L 16s. 2 d. or thereabouts. 

Tu Ar Mr. S mon Pryſe and Mr. David Jones, did both of them excuſe their 
want of balancing their Accounts, by alledging, that ſome of their Accounts 
were in Mr. Waller's Hands; and ſaid, that they being under the abſolute Di- 
rection of Mr. Maler, durſt not examine into many Notes given them by him 
inſtead of Money, nor into many Payments made by leading Men, who were 
then the general Undertakers ot Bargains, and his Favourites and Countrymen 
and who were then reputed to have got very rich under him. s 

T 11 a the Schoolmaſter of the Charity-School underſtanding that Mr. Mur- 
gatroid had paid for his Ule a Salary of 15 L. per Ann. to Mr. Waller, whoſe Re- 
ccipt he had for the (ame, declared that he never received but 5 J. per Ann. from 
Mr. Haller, and Half a Crown a Quarter from each Miner, whoſe Children 
were intended to be taught at the Company's Expence, and not their own. 

THrar there was then wanting to balance the ſeveral Accounts of Stotes, 
Ore at Garreg, Coal, Sturbridge Clay, old Iron, Bone-Aſhes, Lime and Lime- 
Stone, the Sum of 59464. 185. 64. which was waſted and expended, and no 
Account kept thereot ; and Mr. Murgatroid and others, then informed, that he 
would have taken the Stores into his Care and Cuſtody, but Mr. Waller would 
not permit, who governed all things with an abſolute Sway, and no Officer 
durſt interpoſe, at the Peril of his Place. 

Tn art by the Account of Smelting at Garreg, and Silver Mills in the County 
of Cardigan, from June 1704, to 1709, under Mr. #aler's Management, it ap- 
peared that the Lead ſmelted had ſtood the Company from 0 to 15 / and ſome 
20 l. per Ton, over and above the Charges of building and repairing Furnaces, 
and the Balance wanting as therein ſet torth. 

Ter at the ſaid General Court, the Bill fed by Order of the Court of Di- 
reftors in the High Court of Chancery againſt Mr. Maler, was read and ap- 
proved, and ordered to be perſecuted with Vigour ; and the ſaid Waller was 
thereby diſcharged out of his Office and Employment under the Company, 

Tu Arx it appearing to the ſaid General Court, by the Accomptant's ſaid 
Report to the Court of Directors, and after hearing what could be {aid on both 
Sides, that there was much greater Profit made at Neath by Smelting, Refining 
and Reducing under the Care of Mr. Hawkins, than was made at Dovey under 
the Care of Mr. Waler; and that in many Reſpects it would be more ſecure and 
convenient, as well as profitable to the Company, to manufacture all their Qre 
at Neath ; it was then | 


Dwerev, That all the Ore belonging to this Company be manufactured 
at Neath until further Order. 


Tus Committee do further find, that the ſaid particular Committee gf 
Accounts, together with thoſe added to them, and elected by way of Ballot, as 
atorcſaid, made their Report, dated the 14th of December, 1709, confirming 
their former Report, and therein (amongſt other things) aſſert, that the Cafh- 
Books, containing an Account of all Money received and disburſed fince the 
Beginning of this Undertaking to the ſaid 1ſt of May, appear to have been fair- 
iy kept, and to have been examined, Rated and allowed by the Committee of 
Accounts for the Time being, who have {ſubſcribed their Names therero ; and that 
the ſame have been duly entered by Mr. Horn the Accomptant in the Trading 
Books, the Balance whereot hach been exprefled in the ſaid Account; and 
we find only one Bond, No 158. for 106 J and for a Year and 2 Hall 's Inte- 
reſt thereon paid, for which no Value charged to the Account of Caſh. 

A « Þ alſo, that it doth not appear to them, on {tri Examination of the 
Company's Books and Officers, that any Favour or Preference in Payments hath 
been ſhewn to the Governour, Deputy Governbur, the Directors, or any of 
them or their Friends. .

Fackſon, Abraham Brown, John Sadler, Henry Buck, and Eduard Harriſon, who 
are all Merchants of great Reputation and Skill in Accounts. 

T 114r ata General Court held on Wedneſday the 1ſt of February, 1709-10, 
ſeveral Reſolutions of the Court of Directors upon the Report of the Commit- 
tee therein mentioned, were read and approved, amongſt which were the fol- 


lowing. 


Reſolved, That the Committee elected by way of Ballot, at a General 
Court, to audit the Company's Accounts, have faithfully diſcharged the 
Truſt repoſed in them for the Service of the Company. 

Reſolved, That the Company's Affairs in London and at Neath, appear 
from Time to Time to have been managed and carried on by the Gover- 
nour, Deputy Governour, Directors and Officers for the Time being, with 
great Prudence, Conduct and Fidelity; and that the original Cauſe of the 
Company's Misfortunes is ſolely owing to the Miſmanagement and Mis 
repreſentations of Mr. Waller, late Steward at the Mines, 

Reſolved, That it appeareth to this Court, that the Smelting and Re- 
fining hath been performed much cheaper by Mr. Hawkins at Neath than 
by Mr. Waller at Garreg, and that it will be highly prejudicial to the 
Company to loſe the Advantage of Smelting at Neath. 

Reſolved, That it appears to this Court, that the Affair of Mr, Peck 
hath been tranſacted with full Power, and confirmed under the Corpo- 
ration's Seal, and no private Gain or Advantage hath been made by the 
Governour, Deputy-Governour, Directors, or any of them, or by any 
of the Officers of this Company ; and therefore the former Court of 
Directors having allowed and paſſed the fame, and the ſaid Account be- 
ing entered accordingly in the Company's Books, it will beineffeQual and 
Loſs of Time, to be at any farther Trouble and Expence about that Af- 
fair. 

Reſolved, That it appears to this Court, that the engrafted Stock was 
made by the Court of Directors and General Court, for full and valuable 
Conſideration, and that Sir Humphrey Mackworth hath dealt juftly and 
honourably by the Company in that as well as all other Affairs; and 
that there is a Condition in the Settlements, whereby all the beſt Mines 

will be forfeited to Sir Humphrey Mackworth, in cafe the Engraſtment be 
not made good to him according to the Agreement, and therefore that 
Article ought to be left wholly to Sir Humphrey Mackworth, who declares 
his Readineſs to make the beſt Uſe of it he can, for doing Juſtice to all 
Parties concerned, and for the General Good of the Creditors of the 


Company. 


Arp this Committee further find, That at the ſaid General Court of the 
x\t of February 1709-10, the Governour and Company confirmed all the ſaid 
Reſolutions, and then 


©wered, That the Thanks of this Court be given to his Grace the 
Duke of Leeds Governour, Sir Humpbrey Mackworth Deputy-Gover- 
nour, and the Court of Directors, and the Committee of Accounts, for 
the great and faithful Services they have done this Company. 

And the ſaid Reſolutions and Proceedings of the General Court were 
ordered to be printed and publiſhed for the Satisfaction of the Creditors 
and Partners.

- 3dhy, By procuring 10,060 l. in Mine Lottery Tickets to be drawn ſot the 
Company, by which the Company raiſed above 16,000 l. on Sale thereof. 
_ 4thly, By granting ſeveral Mines to this Company, and amongſt the reſt, the 
Goginian Mines, which hold forty Ounces of Silver in 4 Ton of Lead, and the 
Mines of Cumuſtwith and Eſtimteem, and about twenty Mines more, with large 
Liberties, and without any other Conſideration, than the Confirmation of a for- 
mer Agreement; and it has been by theſe Mines that the Company Have been 
enabled to keep together, and bear the publick Expences, andia& as a Corpo- 
rate Body, in order to preſerve their Charter.

Court,Sir Humphrey Mackworth went down to Cardigan, to ſtand as one of the Can- 
didates for a Member of Parliament for the ſaid Borough; and whilſt he was there 
at the ſaid Election, viz. on the 13th Day of February, 1709-10, (which was but 
twelve Days after the ſaid Reſolutions in a General Court) a Petition was exhi- 
bited to the then Honourable Houſe of Commons, containing divers Complaints 
againſt the ſaid We and Directors, by Mr. Waller and Eighteen 
private Partners; which was referred to a Committee, and upon which a Report 
was made without hearing Sir Humphrey Mackworth before the ſaid Committee; 
and at the then next enſuing Parliameht, begun and holden at Weſtminſter on 
the Twenty; fifth Day of November, 1710. an Act of Parliament was made, inti- 
tuled, An Af for Relief of the Creditors aud Proprietors of the ſaid Company, &c.
